Six Men Imprisoned in the 
Comstock Tunnels. 


TH E FLAM US EXTINGUISHED. 


S trenuous b u t U navailing Efforts 


to Rescue the E n to m bed 
M iners.

V i r g in ia , N o v ., June 25.—T he fire in 
the Gould & Curry mine 
wan brought 
under control at 9:30 this morning, and 
all efforts are now being directed to res 
cuing the six imprisoned men. 
The 
damage to the mine by the flames is not 
aerious. 
The tire occurred in Bob sta­ 
tion, a t the 1500-foot level, in a space 
23x70 feet in extent. 
The deaths were 
caused by tmoke rising to th e 400-foot 
level, and the danger for the remaining 
aix men is through the smoke traversing 
the various drifts from th e station. The 
secretary of the mine says th at if the 
air pipes have passed throngh the fire 
all right, the six men can be saved. 


EXCHANGING SIGNALS. 
I t is known th at some of the im pris­ 
oned miners were alive at 2 o’clock this 
morning, for at th at hour signals wero 
made to the Consolidated-Virginia min­ 
ers from below- 
They were in the 
■hapo of several sharp kuocks, and 
when answered were repeated. 
The 
glad news came to the surface and 
spread like wildfire. 
A FUTILE ATTEMPT. 
2 p . M.—The rescuing party has been 
driven back by the smoke and gas. 
Nothing is yet definitely known about 
the fate of the imprisoned men. 
At noon the tire had been completely 
extinguished and a cage had been low­ 
ered to the 1300 foot level, in the en­ 
deavor to reach the imprisoned men.

N ot a sound has been heard to-day 
from the imprisoned miners, but there is 
still a slight hope th at they may be 
found alive. 
N ot a moment will be lost 
until the place where they are impris­ 
oned is reached. 


THE RESCUE PARTY. 
Nothing 
of 
importance 
occurred 
after 
the 
lost 
dispatches 
were 
sent last evening, until this evening, 
when a party of 
m iners 
descended 
through the Savage incline and gained 
the 8 0 0 -foot station in the Curry shaft, 
and they will probably be dropped to 
the 1300-foot level before moruiug. Lan­ 
terns containing lighted caudles were 
lowered to th at depth this morning, and 
were still burning when the cage reached 
the enrface. 
This indicates th at the fire 
has burned out, from the fact that last 
night lighted candles lowered in lanterns 
were extinguished. It is not anticipated 
th a t any serious damage has been done 
to the mine by the lire. 
How the tire 
originated will probably always remain 
a mystery. 
The miners under ground 
were preparing to eat their lanch at the 
tim e when the fire broke out and it is 
suggested th at a fire m ay have been built 
in a station on the 1500 foot level a few 
minotes before to heat coffee or tea, and 
th a t the fire used for th at purpose com­ 
municated to the station timbers. 


HEROISM. 
The foreman, Roger Ponderga&t, and 
the shift boss, John G rant, aru highly 
eulogized for their perseverance and 
bravery in rescuing alive the miners em ­ 
ployed on the 800 foot levels, the most 
heroic courage coupled with stubborn 
determination ouly accomplished the res­ 
cue of these men. 


RAISING SUBSCRIPTIONS. 
A sum of money has been subscribed 
here for the 4th of Ju ly celebration, but 
as tbe loss of life through the Gouid & 
Curry lire will mar th e festivities on the 
national holiday and as the families of 
th e dead miners are in great distress, it 
is quite likely th at this money will be 
applied to their relief. 
The Comstock 
miners donated $1000 of their earnings 
for the relief of the N anaim o sufferers.

T he N. P. fr e ig h t Depot. 
For some weeks passed alargo gang of 
carpenters has been busily engaged in 
pulling up an addition to tbe freight 
depot of th e S. P. Co. in this city. 
The 
old depot w as 500 feet long by 40 feet 
wide, to which dimensions it was en­ 
larged nearly two years ago. 
A t th at 
time tho largely increased business of 
the corporation rendered this step im­ 
perative. 
But it was then thought an 
enlargem ent sutficient for many years 
had been made. 
In spite, however, of 
tbe fact th a t the Santa Fe people have 
set up housekeeping for themselves, mid 
this relieved the S. P. Company of a 
considi n b le am ount of business, yet it 
lias been found neuevsary to make a fur­ 
ther very m aterial increase to the freight 
depot of th e old liue. 
To accommo­ 
date the growing business of tbe road at 
this point an addition of 310 feet by 40 
feet has been constructed, w ith a section 
80 feet by 50 between the old and 
new section. 
Tbis last joint is two- 
stories in height and thenpper part will 
be used as the office of the freight clerks. 
Thia gives a continuous depot under 
roof fully 900 feet in length, from 40 to 
50 ft ot iu w idth and affords a large 
space for the expeditious 
handling 
of freight. 
The receiving and delivery 
clerks will have their desks on the 
ground floor directly below the com­ 
modious oflioe of the clerks above, and 
these will be connected with speaking 
tubes and all other appliances for the 
transaction of business. 
Nor is this the only improvement 
made by tb e 8. P. Co. 
The machine 
shops and the round house have been 
overhauled aud thoroughly repaired. A 
new foundation has been put undt-r 
both of tbese houses, and the ten new 
pits have been constructed in tbe round 
houie giving 28 pits in all.

Sparks to d ay took tbe necessary prelim­ 
inary steps to cancel fifty-five desert 
land entries in Wyoming Territory, ag­ 
gregate g in ail about 35,000 acres. The 
Commission*, r in his letter to the Regis­ 
ter and Receiver at Cheyenne states 
th at the final proof in all of these cases 
is Bubxtanliilly the same aud is to the 
effect that by means of the ditches al­ 
ready constructed an amule supply of 
water is at hand to properly irrigate the 
lands; that the claimants own a right to 
the water thus secured and have never 
parted with their interest thus reclaimed 
and have never agreed to do so. 
A 
special of the general land cftioe upon 
investigation 
reports 
the 
following: 
"U pon the m ajority of the entries no 
ditches th at would carry .water have 
ver been constructed, while tbe few 
ditches th at have actually keen con­ 
structed 
have 
never been 
utilized. 
A 
survey 
of 
one 
large 
and 
stveral 
smaller 
ditches 
w h* 
made 
and plow furrows made in m any places 
to show the line of snrveys, but no 
actual bona fide ditching was ever done 
by the claimants, or by any one for 
them. 
All tbe ditching tb at was done 
as of the most shadowy nulure and 
was nut substantially useful nor intend­ 
ed to beso. Tbo land has not been re­ 
claimed nor irrigated to tbe slightest 
degree on any one of the tif'y-tive cases 
enumerated, and was, at the date of the 
investigation, in the same condition it 
was at the time the entry was made. 
The Gosben Hall Ditching Company 
and tbo Union Cattle Cjiupunv are 
kindred corporation* doing kusiuess in 
th e Territory of Wyoming and the 
officers of the latter are also officers of 
the former. 


NO EFFORT MADE. 
The Ditohin» Company bad in hand 
for itself and the Union Cattle Company 
the construction of a system of ditches 
w ith which to irrigate these entries, but 
at only one point aloue of tbe whole 
line of 35 or 40 miles has a ditch ever 
been constructed so as to carry water, 
and even here it has not been utilized. 
A t muny points where cuts of from four 
to eight, feet “were required by the sur­ 
vey a cut of only one foot is made and 
where 
tills arc 
required 
none are 
fouud. 
The surface line of the ditch 
presents the same general appearance; 
tbat is, one foot cut throughout its en­ 
tire length. 
Again where the lund is 
rooky no attem pt was made beyond a 
single plow furrow to mark the liue of 
the intended ditch. 
W here flumes were 
required to span gullies and gnlchcs no 
flames are to bo fonnd. 
It is evident 
from the nature and character of the 
work done that these skeleton ditches 
were made solely for tho purpose of 
proving up. 
W hat was done was at the 
instance of Thomus Sturgis, President cf 
the Goslu u Hull Ditching Company and 
Union Cattle Company. 
A t the dates 
of tbe final proof it was known by Star- 
gis that the ditches so-called were not 
capable of carrying water on to the lund 
while an each entry stands alone on the 
books, there is connection between them 
all, and it lies in tbe fact th at each was 
made iu the interest of the two compa­ 
nies named or of some officers or mem­ 
bers thereof. 


ORIGIN OF THE ENTRIES. 
* 
Of the fifty-five entry-m en seven live 
in Wyoming, seven iu New Jersey, 
thirty in New York and eleven in 
.Massachusetts. 
Inspector Powers went 
to New York, New Jersey and Massachu­ 
setts and interviewed a number of the 
entrym cn. 
The information he gaiued 
shows that Sturgis procured the making 
of the entries. 
These foreign entrym tn 
made entries merely to oblige a triend 
and never considered that they actually 
bad any interest in the lands, nor have 
they ever had any individual water 
rights. 
They held papers they had not 
examined, uor kn«w the purport of. 
They had simply served a friend and not 
one of then even anticipated any remun­ 
eration for so doing.

I’ostotlice Board and Donovan of the 
Chicago ouetom house were appointed a 
committee to represent in w riting its 
views of the secretary npon this subject. 
Tbe secretaries ununiinously 
favored 
raising the minimum standard of elegi- 
bility to certification from U'> to 75 per 
cent except as to such places as re­ 
quired special or technical qualifications. 
They also favored the discontinuance of 
the 45 year limitation as to the age of 
olerks in general, except in special 
cases and also to raise the minimum 
limitation age of letter carriers from 16 
to 21. 
The Commission will soon place 
the m atter before ths President for his 
approval.

Germany Indignant Over 
France’s Policy. 


PUNISHMENT 
FOR 
TREASON

B e r l i n , June 
25.—The 
prisoners, 
Km chlin and Blech, who were recently 
convicted of treason in belonging to the 
French Patriotic League, were to-day 
transferred from Leipaic to Madgeburg 
Fortress, and their associates, Scheiffer- 
man and Trapp, to Gratz, where they 
will remain until their periods of de­ 
tention expire. 
T he opinion ttirough- 
o ut Germany is th at tbe prisoners have 
been leniently treated. 
They may have 
their sentences modified, b ut their best 
chance of obtaining commutation is in 
the cessation of the Patriotic League 
agitation and iu their making a direct 
appeal for mercy to the Em peror. The 
tone of tbe French press in demanding 
tb e /eb-ase of Kteclilin, together w ith 
tbe tbreais of retaliation ou German 
subjects in France, tends to tbe increase 
cf Heverities against French malcoutents 
in Alduce-Lorraine. 


SOCIAL PERSECUTION. 
The positions of Germans in France 
has become, under social persecution, 
barely intolerable. 
They would be 
hunted out of the country altogether 
but for the protection guaranteed them 
under the Frankfort treaty. 
The latest 
u'.iti-German project to which the atten­ 
tion of Berlin officiate has been direoted 
is the propoaal before tbe Chamber of 
Deputies of making foreign residents in 
France, who may be members of any 
association hostile to French interests, 
liable to tine and imprisonment and ex­ 
pulsion. 
Trie proposal is capable of 
such lastic interpretation as to cover all 
Germans sojouruiug in France. 
T be 
measure, if m pported by the govern­ 
ment, will be assumed here to be direct­ 
ly hostile to Germans, and will lead to 
an energetic remonstrance os a breach of 
the Frankfort treaty. 


OFFICIAL 
DECLARATIONS. 
The official Gazette for the Reichstag 
in contracting French fables about the 
suppression c f foreign traders and French 
manufacturers in Alsace-Lorraine de­ 
fines clearly what the German G jvern- 
m ent aims to accomplish. 
I t declares 
hat the Government’s desire is to foster 
tall commercial activities and to take only 
such measures as may be utoeoeary to 
maintain public peace. 


KLEIN’» TRIAL. 
The Government bas now decided not 
to further delay tbe trial of Klein and 
liia colleagues for high treason com­ 
m itted at the investigation of Schnoe- 
beles.

plans of Germany. 


H INZE* DEGRADATION. 
Tho social sensation of tbe week has 
been tbe case of Major Hinze, accused 
of refusing a challenge to a duel from 
bis political opponent iu the Reichstag 
election, 
who during 
the campaign 
aspersed his honor as an ctficer. 
Major 
Hinze was retired from the army on a 
pension. He was a progressionist deputy 
in the late Reichstag and opposed tbe 
scptennate 
und 
favored 
the 
short 
service system. 
He became intensely 
unpopular among his form rr brother 
officers who denounced him during the 
electoral struggle as unfit to bear an 
army title or to wear orders. 
He prose­ 
cuted his slanderer iu a court of law 
and obtained 
a 
successful 
verdict, 
whereupon the staff 
officers of tbe 
Guards Corps appointed a court of hon­ 
or whose decree deprives Hinze of the 
right to the title of M ajor and to wear tbe 
uuiforrn of the army. 
The Emperor 
lina cot tinned the degradation of Hinze 
although there is a clause in the Crim­ 
inal Code applying equally to soldiers 
aud civilians which forbids challenging 
to a duel, under the penalty of six 
months imprisonment. 
This decision 
puts the stamp of the highest authority 
on dueling as a laudable custom pre­ 
vailing ou tbe law forbidding it. Hinze’s 
frieuds charge tb at the M ilitary Court 
was influenced by political hatred. 


THE EMPEROR’» CONDITION. 
The Emperor has completely recov­ 
ered. 
He drove out at noon to-day, 
accompanied by tbe Duchess of Baden, 
and in the afternoon beard long reports 
from Count H eibert Bismarck. 
Yester­ 
day he resumed his custom of appearing 
ut tho window to return th e greetings of 
the m ultitude daily gathered in front of 
the palace and looked paler than form­ 
erly, but is still well enough to sit up 
and is hearty. 
His powers of recupera- 
tiou are more than a m arvel to hia pby- 
Bicinn, who a week ago authorized a no­ 
tice to tb e Iteichm niiijer advising his 
w ithdrawal from publio life. 
The Em­ 
peror is now arranging to visit Gaslein 
after his sojourn at Ems and to attend 
the autum n maneuvers in W est Prnssia.

arrested and charged w ith arson.

was alleged th at Simmons waa short in 
his aco.mnts aud th at the desire to con­ 
ceal this, together with motives of re­ 
venge on account of his removal, in­ 
spired him to do th e deed. Opinion was 
about equally divided as to his inno­ 
cence or guilt. 
The evidence produoed 
by tbe prosecution w a s purely circum­ 
stantial and the defense did not pro­ 
duce any testimony in rebuttal, resting 
their case on the ground th at the prose­ 
cution had not made out any case.

8E WEEING THE CITY. 


Necessity of a Thorough 
Sewerage System. 


IMPORTANT PLAN 
PROPOáKD. 


Safety. Security and Profit Insured 
—A System That Will Pay 
for Itself. 


No «abject can be of more immediate 
importance than that of sewering the 
city of Loa Angeles, and oonveyiog the 
•oarage far beyond the confines of the 
corporation. 
The present sewerage 
«rao planned when Los Angeles wai 
oomparatitely A small tow n of about 
11.000 inhabitants, but how th e oity 
•M inina over 55,000 persone and at the 
pm eaot rate of iuoteaee will contain 
280.000 in less than fifteen yeare. 
A 
■jateos of sewerage m ast At onoo be 
commenced to protect th e health and 
Utco of the people from the inevitable 
diseases that come forth from eewsge 
and cesspools. 
I t is well established by 
medioal 
scientific re«>oarch that a large close of 
¿tacases are osused by the germs th at 
ariae from oesspools and sewers. 
The 
case dots not adm it of argum ent. The 
demonstrations bave been mode and the 
fact nettled. 
Typhoid fever, typhoid 
pneamonia, pleuro pneumonia, optbal* 
mia diphtheria, relapsing and typhus 
fever, glanders, tubercular consumption, 
splenic fever; smallpox and other erup­ 
tive fevers, have beeu proved to have 
been caused by these germs. 
A promi­ 
nent and deadly germ is that called 
Bacillus anthracis that circulates in the 
blood of persons and horses sttiicted 
‘ w ith pleuro pneumonia and consump­ 
tion. 
Blood 
hoe been taken from 
horses dying of pneumonia, and other 
animals have been inoculated with it, 
even after the blood was dried, and the 
inoculated animals died of the same 
disease. 
The greet 
medical 
chtm- 
iota 
Koch 
and 
Pasteur, 
have 
taken this 
bacillus from the lungs 
of persona who bave died of consumption 
a n a with it have inoculated rabbits and 
guinea pigs, all of which died of con- 
snmptiou as was proved by poet mortem 
examination. Caaes m ight be multiplied 
to show th at these deadiv germs are 
produoed by tilth, of which cesspools 
and sewers ore the larges* source of pro­ 
m o tio n , 
II if well known th at a large 
majority of the Cisca ot fever in cities is 
aauaed by the presence of m atter that 
thottld be carried off as sewage before 
the development of these deadly germs. 
The warm wsatber of Lo» Angeles la 
especially favorable to the rapid devel­ 
opment of disease germs in tilth. 
The 
filth of the city must be removed beyond 
tbe bounds of the oity limits and all th at 
cannot be utilized as a fertilizer must be 
cast into the sea. 
The question now 
comes home to every one wno wishes to 
gasrd Los Angeles against serious, con­ 
tagious aud fatal dis«aeea, how to sewer 
the city m the completest manner and 
how to take care of the sewage su ae to 
avoid disease, and if possible turn that 
sewage to protita le accouut so th at a 
revenue can be derived therefrom suffi­ 
cient to pay at m aturity all tbe bonds 
that migut be issued for tbe construction 
of the system. 
A scheme to accomplish this great end 
beueficeut result is now being prepared 
and appears to meet all tbe requirements 
of tbe case. 
T he city surveyor, Mr. 
Frederick Kstou, is prepariug a compre­ 
hensive plan to sewer the oity oompletely 
and to tran.'port the sewage lo the 
sea. The plan la mode iu a m inute and 
careful mauner and if carried out will 
ocoompluh the object desired; complete 
sewerage, removal of sewage in a safe 
and proper mam er far beyond the city 
limits to land where it can be utilized 
no a fertilizer when ueeded, and when 
not »o used, perm itted to be discharged 
into the tea, distant from any harbor or 
settlem ent. 
All who have examined the present 
newer terminus most see th at the system 
of carrying tbe sewage in open earth 
ditohea, rough and poreue, ae practiced 
a t the south side of the city, is bad 
wall ae very dangerous. 
Tbe ditches 
cannot be cleansed, and they become 
encaeed with suspended m atter that ia 
constantly giving off offensive odors and 
disease germs. 
The locality is now in 
the m idst of a thickly eetiled district,

Besides, 
the 
loud now used at the outfall of the old 
■ewer is very rich and needs no fertiliz­ 
ing. 
If tbe cultivators of tbe land need 
water for irrigation the city will here­ 
after be able to supply them ia abund 
anoe, from tbe faot th at so much of the 
orchard aod vineyard land in the central 
part of the city has been taken for resi­ 
dence and business purposes that the 
system of flooding tbe land, as formerly 
practiced, will no longer prevail and the 
city will have a large surplus of water 
for outside irrigators. 
The plan chosen by the City Surveyor 
eontemplates for tbe central and w est­ 
ern portion of the city o large conduit 
th at shall receive the sewage of th at por­ 
tion of the city a t the southw est corner of 
the city and pase in a direct lino in a 
southwesterly 
diroction through the 
southeast corner of Agricultural Park 
and intervening lands to the Sauaal Re* 
d otd i and Centinela ranohos.. 
The 
length of the line will be only eight 
milts knd the num ber of owner» of laud 
through wbtob tbe line would pass is 
not large, so th at tbe acquiring of the 
right ot way would not be laborious. 
W hen these ranchos aro reached the 
proprietors of six thousand acres, with the 
probable control of four thoassnd acre» 
more, will give the right of way about 
eight in les moro over their lands to the 
ocean 
These gentlemen further offer 
to lay lateral branches of cement or 
glazed pipe, or open cement ditches 
when no (objectionable, made in such a 
manner that they cun be Hushed ami 
closured at any time and receive aud 
use the aowage in tho fertilization of the 
soil, care being taken to have the flow 
p a t a t once beneath the soil, so th at it 
answers the purpose of irrigation and 
fertilizition. Such a plan will mako -the 
land of great commercial value for the 
raising of alfalfa, vegetables, fruit trees 
sod email fruits. 
To further assist the 
d ty iu thia m atter the proprietors make 
this most liberal offer: 
They will place 
m valuation on their lands of one hun­ 
dred dollars per acre ae their present 
interest in (he property. A fter the sew- 
£ 
shall bave been applied, it is likely 
1 the land will greatly increase in 
vslne, and these gentlemen propose to 
give tbe oity one-half of all increase in 
value over one hundred dollars, the 
present value. 
I t is more than probn 
Ho th a t these lauds will sell in a little 
tim e after tbe sewagedrrigation shall 
have been appled at $300 per sere, $100 
of whioh would go into tbe oily treasury 
to pay for th e bonds issued for building 
Abe sewers. 
If the bonds used shall be 
made to run tw enty years, with the 
option of redeeming them in a less time. 
It is likely th at the city’s share of the 
profit on the lands will more than pay 
2or the bonds long before they become 
-dao. Should the 6000 acres now offered 


for a sewage farm advance la value aa It 
undoubtedly would to $300 per acre, the 
0 ty would make $600,000, whioh would 
bo about twice what th e sewers would 
cost scoording to the very able report of 
ibe City Surveyor. 
Thus it is reasona­ 
ble to conolude th a t by this generous 
offer of 
tbe owners 
of 
the Sau- 
ral Redondo—Centinela rancho—tbe city 
of Los Angeles can obtain a system of 
sewerage th at will cost the people noth- 
1 g nu‘i ui questionably yield a profit on 
the enterprise. 
The local on of this sewage furm is 
such that when the sew ere should be 
Hushed or when excessive rains obviated 
lhe necessity of irrigating from sewer 
pipes, all tho outfsll of the system could 
be turned into tho ocean. 
Suoh an offer 
aud such an opportunity for kenefitting 
the city was never before presented, ana 
should be embraced at once. 
By tbe ee- 
tím ate of English engineers subm itted to 
Parliament, an acre of land will absorb 
tbe sewage of 100 persons, so th at 6000 
acres w euld suffice for a population of 
600,000 persons. 
In addition to tbe pro- 
techou to life by this system of sewer­ 
age and sewage farming the increase of 
taxable property by the plan proposed 
would be $ 1,200,000, on the estimate of 
an advance of $200 per acre on the land 
benefited; so in whatever way the sub­ 
ject is viewed there is an advantage to 
property and people by this valuable 
system. 
There is no time to be lost in com­ 
mencing this 
necessary work. 
The 
growth of tbe oity le so rapid th at the 
work of protecting the oity from dieeaee 
must be rapid also. 
The eewsge muet 
be carried to tbe sea, and tbe sooner the 
right of way is obtained before tbe 
whole plain is subdivided into town lote, 
the better. 
Tbe work of pieparation is 
being pushed forward by the City S ur­ 
veyor os fast as possible. 
H is plana 
will soon be finished and tbe right of 
way obtained. 
A description of the 
system will from tim e to time appear in 
th e H e r a l d.

TH E GOLD FEV ER OF ’40. 


T h e S p e c k • « m e t a l t h a t S ta r t e d 
t h e E x c i t e m e n t . 
The original caneo of the great Cali* 
fornia gold fever—the iirat fever germ— 
ia at tho National Museum. 
It is se- 
ourely sealed in a little glass bottle, and 
there is no longer any danger of con tag 
ion, aooording to the W ashington S ta r. 
It ia a litte flattened pieoe of gold about 
the sise of a gold dollar. 
I t is the piece 
found by Marshall while digging a mill 
raoe the year before the fever set in. 
It 
waa sent direct to the HmitbsoDian in 
A ugust, 1848. 
The following íb a copy 
of the letter th at oooompanied it: 
••S an 
Francibco, Aug. 23, 1848.— 
This paper contains the first piece of 
[Old ever diaoovered in northern part of 
jp p er California. 
It was found in Feb­ 
ruary, 1848, by Jam es W . Marshall, in 
the raoe of Capt. John A. S utter’s saw­ 
mill, about forty-five miles from Sntter's 
Fork, on the south branoh of the Amer­ 
ican Fork. 
I t was beaten out with a 
hammer by Mr. M arshall to test its 
m alleability. 
It is presented to the 
National Institute, W ashington, D. C . 
J . L. F o lso m .” 
J . L. Folsom was a captain in tbo 
U nited States service. 
There are many 
pieces of gold in California claimed to be 
the first fonnd, bat none of them have 
th e faots in favor o f'their claim. 
The 
disoovery of this piece of gold by Mar- 
ahall led to the search for more, and it 
was fouud. 
It was the seed th at up to 
1880 had produced $1,200,000,000 in 
gold. 
Prior to this discovery Indians 
and a few missionary priests had been 
collecting some gold in other parts of the 
State, but this was the very first piece 
found in the gold belt, and it led to the 
great rush to California in ’49 
Dr. R. M. Dawes, the dentist of West 
W ashington, was one of 
the^ forty- 
niners who started out from W ashing­ 
ton. 
Ho was talking over the m atter 
w ith a Star reporter for a little while 
last evening. 
" A party of as," he said, "took a 
■ailing vessel a t Baltimore ia March, 
and we were seven mouths nnd fourteen 
days making the trip to San Francisco. 
T here were my brother a id ex-3enator 
Bargent, then a local reporter in W ash­ 
ington, one or two other Washington 
boys and myself, and there were quite a 
num ber of others from Baltimore to 
m ake up the party. 
T hat was the way 
Bargent first went to the State he after­ 
ward represented in the Senate. 
Wo 
had a pretty bard voyage. 
The captain 
of the vessel treated us so badly that 
when we got to Rio de Janeiro, we com­ 
plained to the Consul and had biin re­ 
moved. This caused a delay of fourteen 
days. Then at Valparaiso wo had to 
unload a steam engine and other cargo, 
which caused a delay of tw enty days 
more. It was a very weary voyage be­ 
fore we got to San Franciaoo. 
Sargent 
did not go all the way w ith us. 
He got 
off at Valparaiso, and from there sailed 
to San Francisco in another vessel. 
I 
remember th at he studied Spanish all 
the way from Baltimore to Rio de 
Janeiro. 
••W hen we arrived at San Francisco 
several of our party who were carpen 
tere stopped there. 
They got $10 a day 
for working at their trade there, and 
thought it better than 
taking the 
chances in the m ints. 
There were six 
in my party who w ent into prospect­ 
ing. 
Everything was fever aud excite­ 
ment there then. 
All sorts of sensa­ 
tional reports of big finds were circu­ 
lated, but there was 
not as much 
outlaw ry aa many people suppose. In ban 
Francisco there was considerable gam­ 
bling. 
I t was not m aoh of a o*ty then. 
All the buildings were frame and the 
gambling booses were like the frame 
barraoka they p ut up for soldiers. Thu 
gaming-rooms were m front and the bar 
in the rear. 
Gamblers woold pay $50 a 
night for each table. 
T hey never 
oounUd the money, but just stacked it 
np on the table and measured it in that 
way. 
The gamblers were the only men 
who wore white shirts. 
•‘There were no courts. 
If a man 
oommitted au offence in the diggings he 
waa tried by twelve men selected for the 
occasion, 
and 
their 
deoiaions were 
prom pt and jnst. 
For th at reason there 
were few crimes comm itted. 
Our gold 
waa left in camp without any one to 
gaard It and it was never stolen. 
I 
would sometimes leaves day’s digging in 
a pan out in the son to dry. No oue ever 
disturbed it. 
For aerions crimes the 
jury of twelve wonld hang a man; for 
petty laroeny they wonld horaewhip 
him and give him tw enty-four hours to 
get out of oamp. 
If a man aunk a pit 
and threw a piok or shovel in it, he 
could go ou prospecting, and 
if he 
returned any tim e within ten days, he 
would find hie claim to the diggings 
respected. 
"W hen our party landed,” he con- 
tinned, "we weut to Sacram ento, where 
we g e t three yoke of oxen and a wagon 
th a t had come overland, and started for 
the diggings, well stocked with provis­ 
ions. 
We went first to Month Fork, 
then to North Fork or Feather River. 
There was so much mud th at wo had 
to abandon oar cattle 
aud 
wagon 
and carry oar pecks on our backa. 
W e 
did 
pretty 
well, 
b a t 
I 
was 
sick and 
had 
to keep out of the 
trenches and give up 
m iniug for a 
while. 
W hen we dissolved partnership 
a t N orth Fork a sack of flour fell to my 
share, and I sold it for $200. 
I then 
bought a boat and gnu, and shot quail 
and jaok rabbits and sold them in San 
Franciaoo. 
Quail brought $7 and $8 
per dozen dead and $12 alive and jack 
rabbita $7 aud $8 each. T he second 
time I went back to Ban Francisco tbe 
cholera waa raging there. 
Men were 
dropping dead like sbcep. 
" I went into the diggings again, and 
we oame across a big rock near middle 
fork standing high out of the water, 
wbioh whirled in a swift eddy around it. 
W e knew if there waa any gold in that 
locality it would ba right in th at eddy. 
So we tilled bags w ith sand, made a dam 
to turn the water aside, bo we could get 
at it. 
The vary first dip of my pan 
brought up $218 worth of gold. 
After 
working there a week wo divided up and 
eaoh got $900 aa hit «lure. 
There were 
six of us. 
"After we got th a t hole worked out 
we began on the high banka, and it paid 
well, bat the work was too dangerous. 
There were large loose rocka overhead, 
and one day I jnat saved myself by 
swinging to a ledge in time to let one 
paae under me as it rolled down the bank. 
After th at we stopped work there. 
The 
next rioh place we struck was in Onion 
valley. W hen we got there it was so cold 
that we oonld work only two hours a day, 
bat esoh of us made from $30 to $40 u 
day. 
The gold was in largo nuggets. 
Some were found worth $30 to $40. 
It 
was vary late when we struck there and 
could not stav long on account 
of the 
cold. 
We left a party there, and my 
brother told me th at they had beeu 
snowed in without fnel, and most of 
them were severely frostbitten aud some 
died from exposuro. 
"None of ns got rich," Dr. Dawes 
continued. 
"T he trouble was with all 
the miners th at they did not Btay in 


demoralized, 
1 have seen strong men 
orying bee tuse they could not got homo 
to tbe East. 
Their folk* conld not send 
them m oney to bring them back, aud 
they could not earn enough. 
- 
"W ith all onr good luck I guess the 
most money I had a t any one time was 
ab o at$1,500. 
E tch wet k th e members 
of a company had a way of guessing 
at tb e 
amount of 
gold 
they bad 
accumulated, 
tho 
inau 
who carne 
farthest from 
the m ark to pay for a 
bottle of whiskey. None of my oompany 
conld m ake out bow it was th at 1 never 
had to pay for the whiskey. 
1 always 
gueesed last, and p ut the tigaros just be­ 
tween the two rxtrem ee; so there was 
always some ono farther from tho mark 
than I. 
It was ronghing it w ith a vcnogance 
out there. 
I have slept out in the win­ 
ter rninB without a tent, and merely 
something over my head to keep the 
rain from battering my face, and little 
trenches dug around my body to carry 
tbe w ater off.”

thirty or forty millions ef people living

of soil, climatic advantages, etc., will 
compare favorably with the most favored 
locality in California 
I saw water from 
artesian wells flowing out clear, pure 
and bright; I saw the land covered with 
verdure and no evidences 
of desert 
such as I had supposed existed iu th at 
locality. 
I rode for miles over the level 
plains on land entirely free from “ hog 
wallow;" I saw very little alkali lauds, 
although there aro some tracts white 
w ith it, but I found the conditions of 
climate and soil favorable for the main­ 
tenance of thousands of people, and 
through the vista of the near future I 
could see this vast plain covered with 
the vine and fruit troe aud th e prosper 
ous, happy homes of a contented people.

T k e t'lra t Moa» H o w 
ttae L lly

The curious pranks of the great river 
that sweeps poet Ihia city hove always 
been viewed with suspicion and alarm 
by (he government engineers and m u­ 
nicipal authorities. 
W hen 
8t. Lonis 
was a small town the river n;a4e bold 
•ad almost successful attem pt to cut a 
new channel three miles ea"t of its pres­ 
ent oourae. 
T he effect of this won Id 
have been to leave the city "h*gh and 
dry,” and it is to the active intelligence 
and engineering skill of Lient. R. h. 
Lee th at the oity owes its present har­ 
bor. 
The Mississippi forms a semi-circle 
about St. Louis, and the territory thus 
inclosed bos a water frontage of four­ 
teen miles, rays a St. Louis correspond­ 
ent of th e Nashville Union. 
The levee 
extends from Carondolet on the south 
to the water works on th e north, along 
the entire water front of the oity. Only 
about tive miles of it is improved, anil 
this portion is directly in front of the 
business part of the city. 
The site of 
S t. Louis was originally a succession of 
natural terraces, reaching 
back

milee from the river. 
Then the ground 
eloped dowuward and was cut up by 
deep ravines and covered with num er­

The street 
directly fae.ng the water was called 
Front afreet, but now, since its glory has 
departed, it ia known as the Levee. The 
improved portion of the S:. Louia levee 
ia an iutlincd plane, paved with stone, 
extending from tbo street level to the 
water. 
The distance from the apex to 
the water depends on the mood of the 
river. The plane is paved fully 300 feet, 
and thu water is in a very low stage 
when the bed below the paving is ex­ 
posed. 
As stater, this inclined p late 
extends for nearly five miles in front of 
the botines* portion, and th e inprove- 
meuts coat #3,000,000. 
I t is on this levee that the remnant of 
the great river business that made the 
city is now transacted. River trathj has 
now dwindled to about 10 per cent, of 
its ante-bellum volume. 
The gold and 
glory in steambcating has vanished, and 
now old river men spend moet of their 
time describing the Augastau age of the 
steamboat on W estern waters, the period 
rum 184? to 1860. 
The first steamboat th at arrived in St. 
Louis was the Zebuion M. Pike in 1817. 
In 1848 the river trade had grown to 
such huge proportions that 3468 boats 
arrived in tbo harbor. 
Iu 1S59 more 
steamboats arrived iu St. Lonis than in 
New Orluau*, Cincinnati and Pittsburg 
combined. The Missouri river trade was 
then an item of vast importance, and 
there was a half a dczen well equipped 
lines on that river. 
To-day there is 
one line. 
Railroads killed the river 
basinets, end by building up the Wes­ 
tern cities almost throttled the trade of 
.St. Louis. 
The Missouri bank of the Mississippi, 
almost the entire length of the State, is 
one chain of bluffs. 
The Illinois side, 
from A ltou to Cairo, is fiat and low, and 
between theee two towns lies the fam- 
oua American bottom. The cottoms vary 
from three to aix m ilis in width, from 
the lew bank of the river to the eastern 
bluffs, and arc 200 milea long, coutining 
10,000,000 acres of the most fertile soil 
in the world. 
The river, especially in 
the viciuity of St. Louia, is inclined 
to sweep over these acres, and lo protect 
them great d'kt-s aud levees have been 
constructed on the eastern bank. 
Di­ 
rectly in front of this whs once a fa­ 
mous island, called “ Bloody Island” on 
account of the muny fatal duels fought 
there. 
It was there Senator Thomas H. 
Benton killed Charlea D. Lucas, aud ex­ 
Governor Thomas Reynolds, who recent­ 
ly committed suicide, shot B. Gratz 
Brown. 
This island was in the course 
of the river, and as the current fiowed 
tow ard the , Illinois aide the people of 
the city arose one morning in 1837 and 
and found a sind bar extending from 
th e Missouri side to the iilaud, and 
almost the whole volume of water flow­ 
ing between “ Bloody Island’* and Illi­ 
nois.

He constructed

“ Bloody Island” ia now a portion of the 
main land, aud the gre&U at part of East 
St. Louis ia located on it.

this point the river cut in'o Illinois be­ 
low th e city. 
Io 1756, 
Fort Cnartres 
was one mile and a quarter directly east 
from the river bank. 
To-day the river 
runs over the spot where the old fort 
•tood.

Tlio Southern Pacific Co. to Locate 
Its Depot in a C onvenient 
Place. 


For many day* >t has been apparent 
th at the present location of the South­ 
ern P ho:Hj depot was not satisfactory 
either to Iho company or the public, 
Accordingly it was concluded to select 
another site. 
Many thing.» mulitated 
against the present 
site, 
the most 
•erioas being th at the trocks of the 
roads endangered the lives of thuse who 
wanted to reach the depot. 
Also it was 
urged by many that the depot waa too 
far up town and away from the 
ness center. 
A t any rato the company 
deteriniued lo change the locatiou of its 
depot, and for some m onths tho officers 
have been casting about for a suitable 
spot. 
The Sauta Fe depot was placed 
on Pirst street ami many thought that 
the S. P. Co. would follow unit and locate 
its passenger depot iu the same 
of 
town 
There wrr.< many predictions 
th at tho beautiful Wolfskill place,which 
is largo enough ior the requirement* of 
the company, would bo selected. 
The 


\Volfskíil tract realizing the fact that 
th e location of the depot down there 
would enhance very greatly the value 
of property, bonded that very desirable 
place aud have offered to tho Southern 
Pacific Compony depot grounds and 
right of way. 
This proposition will not 
be accepted ai. d the depot will not be 
located there. 
A nother very destral'.»» place in vi**w 
is the Orphan* Dome, coruer of A la­ 
meda and 
Macy streets. 
This com­ 
prises nine aerea and has a frontage on 
Alameda street of about 7«'>0 feet ami on 
Macy street of 1300 feet. 
To get to this 
v ery promising place it would be neces­ 
sary for the road to get a right of way 
up th e east bank of the river and to 
oom e in by the wav of Mission street on 
to Macy. 
One objection to this place is 
th at the company wauta 1800 feet front­ 
age on Alameda street for its depot Him 
for the passenger stock. 
Another is 
that the right of way is a little difficult 
to obtain. 
WHERE IT WILL BE. 
A. N. Towne, General Superintend­ 
ent, aud W . T. Curtis, Track Muster, of 
th e Southern Pacific Company, arrived 
in th e city yesterday aud were of course 
surrounded by a cloud of real estate 
f talers who desired to get the slighUst 
ntim ation as to were the depot would 
be located. 
Tho real estatera got no 
satisfaction, but th»y got the visiting 
officers o f tho road so wound up that 
th e y 
refused 
to 
tell 
anybody 
w h e r e the depot w as to be located. 
They even succeeded in bluffing several 
rep o rters, aud the reporta that were cir­ 
culated yesterday had the efluct ot caus­ 
in g real estate to jump in several local­ 
itie s. • 
. 
The H erai.d has no desire to mislead, 
and endeavors to give the news as cor­ 
rectly as possible. ‘W hile the reporter 
of this paper is uot a mind reader, he 
feels justified in stating th at the new 
passenger depot of the company will be 
located on lioena Vista street, just back 
Of where the present freight depot now 
stands. 
The plans as draw n provide for 
a depot three stories high, being two 
stories below the hill aud the floor of 
the top story flush with Buena Vista 
street. 
H ere will be the waiting-room, 
the ticket offices, tho restaurant, etc. 
People going to the depot oau take the 
cable cars, which will soon ran up Buena 
Vista street; they will alight at the 
depot, and walking into the waiting 
rooms will be ushered dowu-stuirs to the 
tram which they wish to take. 
There 
will be four doors, and when a train is 
to leave 
all doors 
will be 
closed 
except 
the 
one 
loading to 
the 
train about to start. 
Thu truck will run 
below the hill and thui everybody cuu 
reach the depot without crossing a track 
or running the risk of accidents which 
is now so great. 
The company has, or 
will 81 cure, a tract 2000 feet frout aud 
300 feet deep and will thereby make 
tho most bsantiful, commodious and 
convenient depot 
in the M ate. 
It 
would be a severe blow to th e upper 
part of town should the Southern P a- 
oific Company remove its passenger de­ 
pot, and one whieh would be very mocli 
felt. 
Mr. Towne and Mr. Curtis left 
for Santa Monica last night and will re­ 
turn on Monday when a final decision 
will be made, but in the meantime the 
H e r a l d feels very safe in makiDg the 
prediction th at the depot will be located 
on Bucua V ista street at the point in­ 
dicated.
